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3 (a) and (b). Claim 7-11 have been amended to recite methods for producing polypeptides in 
host cells (claims 7-9) or bacterial host cells (claims 10-11) wherein the host cells express "the 
Bacillus subtillis TatAd/Cd protein." Thus, the claims read on expressing the TatAd/Cd protein 
in a broad genus of host cells. The Final Office Action mailed 3/7/2006 indicated that support 
for expressing the TatAd/Cd protein in E. Coli was found on pages 32-33 of the specification, 
and that this expression was crucial for the claimed methods to work in cells other than B. 
subtillis. Thus, there appears to be support for expressing the TatAd/Cd protein in E. Coli (and 
B. subtillis). This cannot be considered support for expression of TatAd/Cd in the broad genus 
of host cells of the instant claims and thus raises the question of New Matter. To ascertain 
whether the specification contains support for the broadly claimed genus of host cells expressing 
the B.subtillis TatAd/Cd protein would require further consideration of the specification.
